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The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting-  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a  nation- 
wide ort^anization  w'aich  is  entrusted  Y/ith  tne  responsibilitry  of  operating  a 
standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  Agricultural 
Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of  Agriculture  working  in 
coopers.tion  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.    The  year  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  ^f  the 
collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  tne  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  to 
meet  the  pulDlic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature  and 
for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  Iowa  and  the 
United  States . 

In  recent  years    there  has   been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,  ccmmercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county,  State  and 
governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change  in 
counties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  a,n  extended  neriod  of  tiT;e.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  dat:. 
that  sofe  organizations  have  asse-r-bled  such  inform^ation  at  considerable  cost.  It 
is  in  resporise  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data,  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State  and 
federal  dcc.uments  a^jd  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand,  State- 
wide Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics  and  Statis- 
tics Projects,     This  is  a  report  of  work  comideted  on  Official  Project  f |;)-l-72-155 
Of  tae  Vvork  Projects  Administration,    Official  Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the 
material  for  Tables  25  and  27, 

The  Iowa.  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  tne  preparat  ion  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  txie  Iowa  Agri- 
cultural Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in  this  series. 
Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials  who  collect 
data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.     vVithout  these 
data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  would  be  less 
accurate  and  less  complete.

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^GRICULTURkL  STATISTICS  -  W^JS  COUSTI 

Wa;yTie  County  was  esta'ol isiied  on  January  13,  ISUo,  and  named  for  General  An- 
thony T/ayne  of  Revolutionary  War  fame.     It  was  formally  organized  on  Fe"bruary  I3, 
I85I    1/,  and  the  county-seat  was  located  at  Springfield.     However,  the  name  was 
soon  changed  to  Corydon  iDecause  another  post  office  in  the  State  was  also  named 
Springfield. 

The  first  settler  was  H.  3,  Duncan  of  Kentucky,  who,  in  ISUO,  located  near 
the  present  site  of  Lineville  in  the  southwest  part  of  tae  c^-unty.    Duncan  tnou^ht 
he  had  settled  in  i.issouri  and  served  in  the  Ivlissouri  Legislature  at  one  time. 
Later  he  served  as  a  county  officer.  2/ 

Lineville  was  so  named  "because  it  lies  partly  in  Iowa  and  partly  in  Kissouri. 
In  I85I  a  pioneer  merchant  of  the  town  huilt  a  store,  half  in  Missouri  and  half 
in  Iowa.     In  the  Iowa  part  he  sold  groceries  and  clothing,  and  in  the  Missouri 
part  he  dispensed  liquor,  operating  within  the  law  in  "both  States.  2./ 

The  old  Chicago  and  Southwestern  Railroad  was  the  first  railroad  constructed 
in  tne  county.     It  was  built  late  in  IS70  and  now  belongs  to  the  Rock  Island 
Railroao .  U/ 

Area 

Wa^-ne  County  has  an  area  of  52'4  square  miles  ^1 ,  or  335»3^0  acres.     Of  tnis 
number,  32^>996  acres  are  farm  land.     6/    There  are  I6  townships  in  the  county 
and  it  ranl's  forty-sixth  in  point  of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Wayne  Coijnty  are  grouped  into  four  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom-land. 
The  drift  soil  has  "but  one  type,  Shelhy  loam,  which  covers  45.6  percent  of  the 
county.    The  loess  soils  cover       .1  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into 
Grundy  silt  loam — percent,  and  Grundy  clay  loam — Oo9  percent.     The  terrace 
soil  nas  but  one  type,  Calhoun  silt  loam,  which  covers  0.1  percent  of  the  surface.

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The  swamp  and  l>ottom-land  soils  cover  7.2  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided 
into  ITahash  silt  loam — 5.6  percent,  and  WalDash  clay  loam— 1.6  percent.  ]_l 

Topography 

The  surface  features  of  Wayne  Co-unty  are  about  evenly  divided  into  two  dif- 
ferent types,  the  level  to  gently  undulating  uplands,  and  an  area  of  rol  Li  ng  to 
steep  and,  in  many  places,  rough  terrain.     The  uplands  are  rather  uniformly  dis- 
tributed and  occupy  a  little  less  than  one-half  of  the  total  area.    The  rough 
terrain,  moulded  hy  interlacing  stre,'<;:7S  and  drainageways ,  is  largely  composed  of 
a  succession  of  ridges  and  valleys,  gradually  "becoming  more  irregular  and  steep 
as  tne  larger  streams  are  approached.    Deep  valleys  have  heen  produced  "by  these 
larger  streams,  and  erosion  has,  in  'iiany  places,  penetrated  into  the  uplands, 
leading  to  abrupt  changes  from  level  to  steep,  broken  ridges.     There  is  some 
level  bottom-land,  mostly  along  the  South  Chariton  River,  but  this  is  comparative-^: 
ly  small  in  area. 

The  South  ?ork  of  the  Chariton  Hiver  drains  about  two-fifths  o'f  the  central 
part  of  the  county.    The  western  oart  of  the  county  is  drained  by  Caleb  and  Steele 
creeks,  wnich  flow  in  a  southwesterljr  direction.     In  the  northern  part  several 
streniQs  flow  northward  into  the  iTorth  Fork  of  tne  Chariton  River  in  Lucas  County. 
In  tne  southern  oart  several  streo.ms  flow  southeast  and  drain  a  considerable  area. 
Locust  Creek,  Fowler  Creek,  and  the  three  forks  of  Medicine  River  are  the  most 
prominent  of  these  streams.     In  the  extreme  east,  three  small  creeks,  Walnut, 
Cooper,  and  Shoal,  drain  portions  of  South  Fork  and  Walnut  townships.  S/ 

CI imate 

The  average  temperature  for  37  years  (I893-I93O)  was  ^0,G  degrees.    ^/  The 
average  precipit.ation  for  52  years  (IS78-I93O)  was  33*^0  inches,  and  the  growing 
season  aver^i.ged  iGH-  days  between  the  killing  frost  d:-^tes  of  4pril  28  and  October 
9,  recorded  from  1902  to  I93O.  10/ 

Population 

The  first  census  in  I65O  recorded  but  3^+0  inhabitants  in  Wayne  County.  The 
growth  was  amazingly  rapid  for  the  next  twenty  years.     The  peak  was  reacned  in 
1900,  but  the  population  has  been  declining  raT)idly  since  that  time.     It  has  a 
density  of  26  persons  per  square  mile,  as  coTipared  with  the  State  deisity  of  U-h*

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for  dis- 
tribution to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market  farm  com- 
modities for  their  mombers  and  patrons.

1934.     In  1909,  the  record  j/ear  for  pluiias ,  12,51^  trees  and  2,3S5  bushels  were 
recorded.

These  were  the  years  of  greatest  niimbers  and  greatest  production,  respectively.

Note  Regarding-,  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  "breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows; 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  com  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (U)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  rond  (5)  corn  hogged  off.  4  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
wnich  includes  only  that  actually  husked.  In  getting  count  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  j^ield  (derived  by 
dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sumirations 
of  individual  farm  productions  sho^m  as  husked.  This  assumes  that  acreage  not 
husked  would  ha.ve  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  193^  a^d.  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'   office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  riog  off  the  rest,  w'aich  would  have  a  different  and  lower  yield.  This 
separate  yield  estimation  v/o.s  then  multiplied  by  the  acrei-ge  not  husked  and  tne 
total  added  to  tnat  reported  as  husked. 

T -lis  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.    The  township  yields 
for  these  two  ye-rs,  then,  are  somevmat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre- 
age husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown  to 
get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary  table 
figures  for  corn  yield  in  193^         193^  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on 
that  acreage  not  husked  and  tnese  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the 
acreages  shown  tnere  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  to?7nship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the  yield 
and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assuned  to  be 
equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  coimt.;-  yield  and  township  yields  are,  therefore, 
consistent  in  all  years  except  193^+  and  I936.

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  lor  T^he  last  iour 
years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  tiiose  in  Table  21   and  comparison 
with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the  unadjusted 
state  farm  assessors'  figures.
